you: just where the battle’was fought, 
or how. many were killed, or who the 
commander on either side was, nobody 
has forgotten how the muskets were 
loaded’ with the wadded pages of the 
hymn books. 

Contjzuing along the trolley road, you 
are, now, following nearly as the old 
Morris Turnpike led. -Here are some 
of the prettiest of the- New Jersey: sub- 
urbs—Summit,. Chatham, and . Madi- 
son. Not. many would recogni¢e | the 
name of ‘Bottle Hill” today; yet that 
= the only™name. by. whieh the town 

Madison was knowt when ‘Gen. 
‘Wayné ‘made his Kéeadquartéts thete 
during the American Army’s first ¢n- 
campment*’ at Morristown. ‘Deacon 
Hphraim ‘Sayre’s house was the oné 
used by ‘Wayne as headquarters, and 
one of the recollections passed down 
from that day is of the little mulatto 
whom Wayne kept as servant, and who 
always carried a wooden sword with its 
edges. sharpened. 

As you enter Morristown by this road 
you are almost. immediately confronted 
by. the most famous of all its historic 
buildings. This is the : Washington 
headquarters, a treasure house contain- 
ing such. precious relics that its impor- 
tance is national. “*No;,we haven’t an 
old fireplace. oven,” -apologetically 
owned the little lady who showed us 
about. ““‘I’m sorry. They have one at 
Mount .Vernon. But.we've. got’ Wash- 
ington’s ‘inauguration suit upstairs!” 

So there’s rivalry among: the houses of 
relics, and this one’ possesses . quite 
enough treasures to make the visit 
worth while for this one building alone. 

‘It was the home of Col. Jacob’ Ford 
in 1779: when it was turned over: to 
Washington for his headquarters dur- 
ing that severe Winter. . Rev.” Andrew. 
M.- Sherman, whose history of. Morris- 
town is/comprehensive .and full. of in- 
terest, quotes, from: The New Jersey 
Gazette of that year, this news item: 

‘) We understand that the headquar- 


ters, of the American Army iis. estab- 


lished at Morris-Town, in the vicinity 
of which the troops are: now: hutting.” 

The main body of the army went. into 
quarters here for thé Winter of '79-’80, 
at first in tents, later’in log huts, as 
the weather grew almost unbearable. 
They were about two. miles from: head- 
quarters; the ‘lifeguard: were in log 
huts only a few rods southeast of the 
Ford - dwelling. The great~ sweep of 
lawn around it is untampered with to- 
day, and-is the same as ‘in the days 
‘when Washington looked fotth from the 
‘windows into the bleak Winter land-

On one dcedasion Col. Hamilton ‘left 
thé house so, much. preoccupied with 
thoughts. of Betty that’ when -the sen- 
tinel propounded to him the: question, 
“Who comes there?’ he was at a loss 
for the password. The sentinel knew 
his superior, but he held to: his. duty 
and refused to let the Coloriel pass. At 
last he caught sight of young Ford 
through the ‘darkness; calling the boy, 
to whom he had himself given the 
countersign, he asked. for it and -re+ 
ceived it. But even then it was with 
reluctance ‘that~the ‘setitinel ‘ stretchéd 
the rule and let the great officer pass. 
Thus‘ the- course’ of ‘true love. held. to 
tradition, and failed, very properly, to 
run. smooth, even in that day. 

The love. story and ‘the marriage of 
Hamilton to Betty’ Schuyler are well 
known in the annals of American ro- 
mance, 

Still following this road, you will come 
to the Memorial Hospital. Directly op- 
posite it is en old and much dilapidated 
dwelling which used to stand on the site 
of the present -hospital.. In Revolu- 
tionary days this -was the home of 
Parson Timothy Jchnes, that old Pres- 
byterian minister who came on /horse- 
back’ to Morristown in 1743, brought his 
wife and two ‘children, and was given 
a>home! by his. parishioners; who cut 
the wood themselves for this residence, 
planted and gathered the parson’s crop 
for him;. and furnished the ‘house by 
their sewing bees: Parson Johnes wel- 
comed Washington to his communion 
table, although the -General- was an 
Episcopalian. “ Ours is not the Presby- 
terfan’s' table, General, but the Lord’s,” 
he said.” - 

The part of town first settled was ih 
the vicinity of Spring and Water Streets. 
At this-corner you will today find Dick- 
rekoan' s Tavern, known to the: neighbors

}]‘main part of the-house remains on the 


original site; ‘and its stories hover about 
it like #hosts of the war days. ° Here. 
the meeting of May 1,1775; was held 
by tle men’ of Morris ‘County forthe 
defense’ of that county ‘against: possible 
invasion.: Here it was ordered that 300 
Volunteers be recruited,that 500 pounds 
of powder be bought, and one ‘ton of 
lead. Peascefal Morristown was to be; 
peaceful no longerf. - 

Capt. Peter Dickerson, one of the early 
Long Island Captains, had set up this 
tavern; and he was largely tristrumental 
in ‘all these moves." He made‘his tavern 
headquarters ‘for discussions of. ‘this 
kind.’ He bore personally’ the entire ex-

can pesiise that in that less pretentious 
time this was a veritable mansion. 

Gen. John Doughty was a graduate of 
Columbia, then King’s College, in the 
class of 1770. He.entered the army at 
the beginning of the Revolution and was 
fast promoted. When peace was de- 
clared at the end of the Revolution he 
wag sent ‘West to establish forts on the 
Ohio River, and at even more wild and 
woolly points; this experience led to as 
thrilling adventures as he had ever seen 
fn the Revolution. 

At’ one time, going down the Tennes- 
see River in a-barge with sixteen: sol- 
diers, he was attacked by a large num- 
ber of Indians in’canoes;.it was not un- 
til his' aim felled. the savage old chief 
that the battle was brought to a happy 
ending. After a long period of such 
adventures he was content to settle 
down on his four hundred acres in Mor- 
ristown and devote the remaining por- 


tion of his life, as ‘history tells us, to | Fine

used to. starid on the site of the present 
Hoffman Building, and: was:moved bod- 
ily .to this. spot; 

In January, 1777, Washington arrived 
in. town and went directly-to this-tavern, 
where he made his headquarters, .Dur- 
ing the Winter’ it.is said that. he. was 
attacked by quinsy, -and .that -Martha 
Washington:-came here to care.for him. 

When the building was’ moved a 
strange ‘old spear was found in the, 
céllar—a five-foot-long «pike, such as 
some of the English soldiers once bore. 
This was nod doubt a relic left by Col. 
Jacob Arnold’s Light Horse Troop, who 
were, armed each with this: kind of 
spear. The tavern was built by Ar- 
nold’s father and afterward passed 
to his son. 

A stroll up Fort’ Nonsense ‘should be 
part of the day’s tour. By following 
Court Street you will reach the hill 
at the top of which that fantastic fort 
was built—a fort. never to be. used, 
intended merely to keep idle troops out 
of mischief during that long Winter 
of '79-’80. The view of the hills and 
valleys around would-be worth the walk, 
even if the monument. marking the site 
of the nonsensical old fort. were not: at 
the summit by way of goal: Here em- 
bankments, ditches, and - blockhouses 
were’ made by busy soldiers; this was 
one. of ‘Washington’s shrewd moves tv 
save his men from the periis of idleness. 

A: four-mile walk, starting out -West- 
ern Avenue, leads you into the thick of 
history along the famous old Jockey 
Hollow Road. One of the soldiers’ 
bake ovens was long to-be seen on this 
road, while, others ‘were near it. Even 
today there are spots where. a: few 
stones mark the locality of camps. 

It was down the Joc Hollow Road 
that trouble during the mutiny of the 
Pennsylvania troops occurred, that sad 
blot’ on’ the pages of ‘the ‘war's history. 
Lossing calls it‘ the’ “‘ only’ serious and 
decided mutiny in the American Army 
during |‘ the “Revolution.” 

New Year's Day’ of 1781 saw the be- 
ginning of it. The mutineers' had suf- 
fered every hardship and privation, and 
the war was dragging slowly and hope- 
lessly. The men were paid little or no 
money; promises. of Congress were not 
always fulfilled; and riot began at.

Figures, have. been collected and 
published in a London financial paper 
showing the comparative cost of the 
operation. of ‘motor “omnibuses in 
séven different instances. In ‘putting 
forward the table.set. out below. it is 
explained by -Oarl R. Loop, Deputy 
Consul’ General, -stationed at London, 
that the cost per mile run covers, a 
wide range, and that the conditions 
in the case of motor omnibuses are 
more varied-even than those. of tram- 
ways.

No lenger does the majority of the 
world’s supply of crude rubber come} 
from: Brazilian «and other tropical 


All of it still 
comes from the-tropics, of course, but 
most crude rubber now is “tame” 
rubber, carefully gathered. and pre- 
pared ‘on plantations, instead of gath- 
ered -from wild trees in deep: Jungies, fF 
ae formerly. 

“ Plantation. rubber is rapidly sup- 
planting wild rubber,” said this man 
the other day, “and the plantation 
product as {it comes to market is 
cleaner and better prepared. than the 
wild. A few years ago Brazil had 
almost a monopoly of the world’s 
fine rubber supply, and as a result 
Brazil’ controled prices: ‘ American 
manufacturers a few: years ago paid 
as high as $3 a pound for their raw 
material.. There was‘danger with the 
rapid. growth of rubber manufactur- 
ing that there. would. be, a. rubber 
famine. So trees were planted in 
plantations. For a.few years the 
predictions of the plantation men were 
laughed at.. Brazil continued to de- 
pend on‘her wild supply.

A remarkable advance. in the construc- 
tion of portable wireless sets for army 
field service has been.made. by. the Sigr 
nal Corps of the United States Army. 
For the next field operations of the 
army, or.for immédiate use ‘in Mexico, 
if necessary, there is available a wire- 
less truck which can be set up for use 
in twelve minutes and send messages 
within a radius: of 800 miles under fa- 
vorable conditions. The truck “was 
built specially for the. Signal:Corps. In 
tests that have already been made this 





set has received messages’ from points 





of 500 cycles at 110 volts and from 18 
to. 32 amperes. This current is inter- 
rupted .by the relay, operated by the 
sending key, and is transformed so that 
it leaves the side of the wireless triick 
at ‘a pressure of 22,000 volts and an 
ampereage varying from 8 to 12.

NOT ENOUGH ROADS FORCARS 


Can Only Use One Auto at a Time 
in Santo Domingo, Haiti. 


The traveling representative of a 
big automobile concern must be, by 
the very nature of his calling, more 
or less of a humorist and altogether 
a philosopher. The possession of these 
assets is a fundamental necessity, “it 
is said, because of the thousand and 
one hitherto unheard-of. conditions he 





meets with in his daily work. One of 
the motor companies .of. Toledo, Ohio, 
has a traveling representative in 
whom these attributes are ‘highly de- 

veloped, as shown by excerpts from 
one of his regular reports, -writ- 
ten while journeyjng through the 
Province of Santo Domingo, on the 
Island of Haiti, West Indies. 

“This is not an especially attractive 
country for automobile salesmen, in 
spite of the fact ‘that the people have 
plenty of money. and are anxious~to 
enjoy the delights of the gasoline ve- 
hicle” so runs the report: “ The 
whole province has but twenty miles 
of roads which ‘are at‘all available for 
automobile traffic, and these highways 
are little more than paths through the 
jungle. There .is a garage owner—the 
only one in the whole province—who 
is anxious to obtain the agency, but 
I. think it will be necessary to do 
some missionary roadwork before he 
can be called a successful distributor. 

“He has five cars now, all old and 
very much patched second-handers. 
While his cars, give him plenty. of 
trouble, he has plenty of time to keep 
them in repair, for, because of the 
scarcity of highways and the narrow- 
ness of .those that do,exist, he can 
only have one car out at a time. He 
can’t operate them all at once, for 
they would run into or over each oth- 
er. However, a highway improve- 
ment cam shas already been: 
launched, and I expect to soon see as 
many of our cars:running here. as 
there .are in. other out-of-the-way 
parts of the world.”
